“What we must have is a budget 
system that is administrative and 
legislative,” sald Senator Penrose. 
“There is an almost complete ab-

NEW TELEPHONE WIRE 
INTRODUCED BY WAR.

There had been set up in France 
last November 282 American tele- 
phone exchanges with 14,956 lines 
reaching to $959 stations. Even the 
telephone instruments used were of 
special design, combining both tele- 
phonic and telegraphic communica- 
tion and the production of these in 
the quantity needed was a problem 
in itself. 
At the close of hostilities the 
United States has 133 fully equipped 
telegraph stations tn France, which 
were handling a daily average of 
43,845 messages of sixty words each 
during the last days of the fighting, 
or within about 5000 of the peak

retary of the Ohio Christian En- 
deavor Union. During this period he 
was Prohibition candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Ohio, and though tle 
youngest candidate that ever ran for 
that office, more than doubled any 
previous vote of his party. 
* Bince becoming associate presi- 
dent of the Christian Endeavor 8o- 
ciety, Dr. Poling has not lost his zeal 
for temperance, but is president ce 
the great federation of temperance 
organizations, which has done much 
during recent years to push prohibi, 
tion throughout the nation. 

In January Dr. Poling, by special 
invitation, went to England to 
speak on behalf of war prohibition 
there. He held meetings in many of 
the leading cities of England and 
Scotland, and though the prohibition 
cause is far from popular in the 
United Kingdom, and former speak- 
ers of great prominence had received 
scanty attention, and some had been 
mobbed, Dr. Poling won many ora- 
torical triumphs, and never failed 
to hold his audiences.

INTOLERANCE. 


THE ANCIENT DISTRUSTS. 


HE most casual observer of the efforts that are being made for the peace 
of the world must be impressed with the fact that the greatest dis- 
couragement lies in the ancient distrusts that the peoples of the nation 

have, the one for the other. 

And it follows, logically, that the biggest task humanity has upon its 
hands now is to remove these distrusts. For, we must have peace in the 
world, and it must be a peace that will endure. We cannot go on as we have 
been going. The world is too far on its way of enlightenment and intelli- 
gence, not to speak of its sense of justice, to stop every few years to tear 
down all it has builded and to desert the paths of industry and toil and hap- 
piness to take up the work of destruction and slaughter. 

Upon this all nations and all peoples are agreed, and it is a thing that 
would be accomplished in a day could the nations and the peoples of the 
nations be induced to trust one another. 

Wherefore, what must be done is plainly before us. The world must 
form itself into a society for the propagation of the faith. Again the hu- 
manitarian must be given the stage. Let the statesmen and the warriors be 
silent now. The missionary for the spread of the gospel of human trust in 
humanity is the ambassador who shall now go forth into every corner of 
the earth. 

It is a big task, to be sure, but it is not the hopeless task that once it 
was. Even in the face of the demand of the world's greatest living soldier 
for the possession of the bridgeheads of the border river of the Rhine, the 
task is not hopeless. 

For, there is something that soldiers and even statesmen seem not to 
be aware of—that something which is the desires of the peoples of the na- 
tions to speak together across bridgeheads. No frowning fortresses shall 
keep them from doing it. Their voices can reach beyond the guns. They 
are able to parley where the domes of capitols do not hide their faces. 

If it were left to the soldiers and the statesmen, these ancient distrusts 
would never be removed. Not that both soldiers and statesmen are not 
honest or well-meaning. But, men schooled in the profession of arms are 
incapable of thinking in any terms other than terms of force. And men 
schooled in the profession of statesmanship and in the craft of diplomacies, 
can think only in terms of craft. 

It is the peoples of the world themselves—the common peoples of all 
lands—who must break the old barriers down. It is the husbandmen, the 
weavers at the looms, the teachers at their desks, the mechanics at their 
lathes, the merchants in their marts and the writers with their pens who must 
make an end of these ancient hatreds. . 

It cannot be done by whatever class it be that pleads for itself alone, 
whether that class be clothed in fine linen or the grimy garments of the mills. 

It is a task that cannot be accomplished by either the anarchists of la- 
bor or the anarchists of capital.

ET us take the case of the United States and Canada on the one hand, 
and the case of the United States and Mexico on the other. Here are 
instances sufficient for all purposes of argument. 

Between Canada and the United States implicit trust has existed for 
more than a hundred years. Between the United States and Mexico distrust 
is being as inexorably ground to dust as a glacier grinds its path through a 
mountain. 

lt will be said that it is natural and easy for the United States and Can- 
ada to repose faith in each other, but whoever says this does not speak the 
facts. In truth, there was every reason, according to the traditions and the 
practices of nations, for Canada to distrust America. 

What good reason could Canada have had to suppose that her vast 
territory with its incalculable wealth would not be coveted by a strong, virile 
and intensely ambitious nation like the United States? According to all the 
traditions of the past, would any nation sit idly by and behold the develop- 
ment of neighboring territory by a race with which it had been twice at war 
and of which it had always been suspicious? 

Surely everybody knows, also, that there has never been the absence 
of sentiment in this country to the effect that “we ought to have Canada.” 
Certainly Canada has known it. And yet, in the face of that, and much else, 
the maeses of the peoples of Canada and the United States concluded to 
trust each other. 

They trusted each other for a century, and then the last suspicion dis- 
The. statesman or the soldier who would today urge a line 
of fortresses between ourselves and the Canadians would be ridiculed into 
obscurity on both sides of the border. 

In our relations with Mexico things have not gone so well, it is true, but 
the fact remains that no fairer page has ever been written into our 
history than that which tells of our dealings with our sister republic to the 


south 


The Mexicans are not only different from us racially, but they even 
speak a different tongue. The creat barrier of language stands between them 
and us along with many another barrier. They have distrusted us imme- 
morially, and their distrust has amount#d to bitter hatred. 

But, patience is its own reward even as virtue is its own reward. Even 
the blind can see that Mexico is surely, though it may be but slowly; over- 
coming its suspicion of the United States. The people of that land. so great 
in the past and so potentially great now, cannot by any possibility avoid 
the conviction that they can trust Americans as fully as they can trust them- 


selves.

T IS AN intensely interesting spectacle to watch the effort that is being 
made at the Peace Conference to coax the nations of Europe out of their 
ancient distrusts. The presence of the President of the United States as 

a factor in that effort is in line with the argument that is here made. 

To us the nations on the other side of the Atlantic act for all the world 
like children. Italy went off sulking because it was proposed to give the 
Jugo-Slavs a harbor. Italy would not trust the Jugo-Slavs. | 

But, Italy soon showed signs of coming out of her sulks, and that is 
very hopeful omen. It would indicate that the patience of the peace makers 
is infinite and tireless.. And it is an augury of the final success of the whole 
situation. 

However. it is plain that Europe must quit playing with guns. There can 
be nothing but distrust between two men who erect a stone barrier and look 
across it from the sights of rifles. And it is the same with nations. 

What the peace makers are trying to do is to lead these various peoples 
up to one another and to have them‘touch hands and talk their troubles over. 
As we have said, they are like children and they must be wheedled and coaxed. 

And it is not a childish business to be engaged in doing this. It is the 
greatest thing that men could do. “Blessed are the peace makers,’ saith 
the Lord. 

It is the greatest thing that men can do to place the hands of every 
nation together in mutual confidence. For, by so doing, the bloodiest curse 
that has beset humanity will have then been ended forever. 

Through the countless centuries have these ancient hatreds brought upon 
the soris of men the endless miseries and nameless horrors of wars. It is the 
thing that has filled the earth with bloody graves. It is the thing that has 
wrung unspeakably the hearts of mothers and has burdened the breath of 
life with orphans cries. 

How weary the world is of it all, they only know who will stop to think. 
Thoughtless indeed is he who feels no desire to end it.

HAT WILL CONGRESS DO? 

President Wilson has called for Con- 
gress to convene in a special session on 
May 19, ostensibly for the ratification of 
the peace treaties between the United 
States and the powers with which we are 
still, theoretically, at war. The Times has 
expressed the opinion and the hope that 
the Senate will ratify the peace treaties 
after due scrutiny, but without unnecessary 
delay, and that there will be no serious 
attempt to separate the treaties from the 
cov@hant of the League of Nations. But 
ratifying the peace treaties is not al! that 
Congress has to do. It is only the hegin- 
ning. 

For the last six months the machinery 
of the government has been running like a 
team without a driver. The interest In the 
Peace Conference was so great that both 
the President and the heads of the main 
State departments, excepting the postal 
service, have spent most of their time in 
France. Departments have been run by 
undersecretaries and there has been a lam- 
entable lack of co-ordination in the trans- 
action of Federal business. The inevitable 
resalt of this lack of interest in home affairs 
has been to throw the wheels of commerce 
and industry awry. And the Federal gov- 
ernment took over so many purely Industrial 
functions during the war that commerce 
and industry have been seriously hampered 
in their reconstructive development. 

But a new Congress—a Republican Con- 
grees—will soon be on the job. The Re- 
publican party will take up the reins where 
the Democrats have permitted them to trail 
on the ground, and the actual work of re- 
construction on a peace basis will begin. 


‘Seldom has a new Congress convened with 


so much and such important work to do. 
For the last two years the expenses of the 
government have been running wild. The 
Democrats made use of the exigencies of 
war to ped departments until they resem- 
ble overstuffed furniture in a second-hand 
store. The last Congress adjourned hur- 
riedly in the midst of a squabble, leaving 
much necessary work unfinished. There is 
a mass of debris to be cleared away before 
the new Congress can begin reconstruction 
on a solid foundation. 

One of its first duties will be to lop off 
the tens of thousands of deserving Demo- 
crats who are holding on to war sinecures 
long after the actual warfare has ended. 
The already heavily-burdened taxpayers are 
being sweated for a hundred million dollars 
a month to pay for clerks, inspectors and 
attaches who are not rendering service for 
the pay they receive. This waste is repug- 
nant to Republican ideas of efficiency and 
economy, and The Times trusts that, with 
the convening of Congress, the period of 
Democratic extravagance will come to a 
speedy end. 

Everyone seems to know what to do with 
the railroads except the President himself. 
He took them over as a war necessity and 
he seems reluctant to return them to their 
owners when the war is ended. During the 
year and a half they have been operated by 
the government fares and freight rates have 
been advanced more than 50 per cent. and 
the operation. of the roads has nevertheless 
cost the taxpayers of the country $5600,000,- 
000. Politicians have not proved to be 
good railroad men. The obvious thing to 
do is to return the roads to their owners 
and to make use of the experience, for 
which we have paid so dearly, to enact leg- 
islation that will enable private interests to 
operate the roads under conditions that will 
permit betterment and the building of new 
lines. Railroad building stopped as soon 
as the government seized the roads. There 
are twenty places in the West where new 
transportation lines are necessary for the 
development of important territory. The 
roads must be permitted to operate under 
terms that will make the building of new 
lines attractive to. investors. 

Postmaster-General Burleson has signi- 
fied his desire to turn back the telephone 
and cables lines to their owners as soon as 
adequate legislation can be enacted. A Re- 
publican Congress will be willing to . meet 
him at least half-way. Even a Demicratic 
administration has plainly had its fill of the 


| government exercise of functions that are 


industrial and not governmental in their na- 
turt. Government ownership of public utg 
ae 


ties is one of the glittering fallacies 
exposed by the war. 

Perhaps the most satisfying task 
that a Republican Congress can per- 
form will be to repeal the obnoxious 


“nuisance” taxes which its Demo- 
cratic predecessor imposed on a hun- 
dred petty juxuries and necessities.

These “nui- 
sance” taxes are an extremte annoy- 
ance to the small purchaser and they 
are enough to drive merchants fran- 
tic. In almost every instance the 
collecting costs more than the reve- 
nue received, and the inconvenience 
is unpardonable. The Times trusts 
that these “nuisance” taxes will be 
the first to go when the Republican 
Congress begins to function.

Even the most conservative pes- 
simist can feel perfectly secure 
about the League of Nations now.

If they had all kept up this sen- 
timental nonsense about brotherly 
love we would all have had reason 
for discouragement. When a lot of 
old pirates like the so-called “Great 
Powers” of Europe plously begin 
looking up at the chandeliers and 
sighing ‘about their ideals you can 
safely hold onto your watch with 
both hands and duck for the door 
at the first opportunity.

Because only certain forms of crime 
are caused directly or indirectly by 
strong drink, Chief Butler says the 
efforts on the part of the police to 
‘protect the life and property will 
have to be continued just as vigilant.

The highwayman and the burglar 
are rarely drinking men, so the task 
of combatting them will not be 
lightened. 

Chief Butler keeps a daily record 
of arrests for all causes tn chart 
form. The drunkenness chart gives 
striking proof that the closing of 
saloons stopped excessive drinking 
to a considerable extent. Since a 
year ago last April, when the clos- 
ing law went Into effect, arrests for 
drunkenness have fallen off a little 
more than 60 per cent. For a por- 
tion of the year when saloons were 
open the arrests numbered 1525. For 
the corresponding period after clos- 
ing the arretts number 675. 

The smallest number of arrests for 
any month was last June, when there 
were 380. There were more dur- 
ing the holiday season, but the chart 
shows a marked dowyg-hill mark this 
spring. 

The number of accidents has de- 
creased, also the number of personal 
injuries and fatalities. There is vir-

Children to be Interested in 
Little Ones Abroad. 


Governor’s Proclamation Sets 
Aside Twenty-fourth, 
Need to Help People Told by 

French Commissioner. 


By proclamation of Gov. Stephens, 
May 24 will be observed in Cal- 
ifornia as “Franco-American Child- 
ren’s Fete Day.” This will be in 
line with similar celebrations to be 
held throughout the United States 
for the purpose of interesting the 
children of the country in the con- 
dition of their littie brothers and 
sisters in France who have been left 


fatherless by the war. 

In his proclamation of Children’s 
Day, Gov. Stephens thus refers to 
America’s obligation to France: 

“In 1777) when American colonies 
were struggling for liberty, the 
voung people of France as person.- 
fied by Lafayette proved their 
sympathy with our cause by send- 
Ing to us soldiers and money to 
strengthen our forces and to enable 
us te carry on the fight. It is al- 
togther fitting that we now attempt 
to pay in some measure the obliga- 
tion which we owe to France for 
their invaluable assistance in our 
time of need.” 

It ia euggested that the May day 

parties include a French May queen 
as well as an American May queen, 
that the fiage of both nations be! 
carried, and that the “Marselllatice” 
he sung as well as the “Star Spangied 
Banner.” Any message from a group 
of echoolehildren of America to 
those of France will be transmitted 
free. 
In a setatement telling the need 
of France, E. de Billy, deputy high 
combissioner for France at Wash- 
ington saye: 

“France has lost 1,300,000 men 
in her armies, who were killed. or 
died of wounds or of illness. The 
total number of wounded amounts 
to about 3.000.000 out of which 
actually 700,000 are pensioned, be- 
ing in part or wholly incapacitated.

GOVERNMENT'S WAR RISK 
ON FUNCTIONAL LINES. 


HEAU REORGANIZING WORK | 


Rapid demobilization of the mill- 
tary forces has materially affected 
the work of the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance and has necessitated 
a general reorganization of the work 
along functional lines. It is an- 
nounced that there has been a sharp 
falling off in the receipt of new ap- 


plications respecting allotments and 
allowances since the signing of the 
armistice and the decrease in the 
number of men Peing inducted into 


the service. 

At the same time there has beqn 
@ great increase in the number of 
discharge notices received by the bu- 
réau, on the receipt of which pay- 
ment of awards previously made is 
discontinued. Approximately 1,500,- 
000 discharge notices have been re- 
ceived, but this does not mean that 
an equal number of allotments and 
allowances has been stopped. It has 
been found that the greater propor- 
tion of discharge notices are those 
of men who entered the service after 
draft regulations had been perfect- 
ed and when the regulations regard- 
ing dependency had been worked out 
to such «a degree that fewer men with 
Sependents were accepted for serv- 
ice. 

The making of compensation 
awards for death or disability in the 
service has become one of the chief 
functions of the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance. As men are discharged 
from the military hospitals, the in- 
vestigation, adjudication and pay- 
ments of claims for compenaation for 
disability becomes one of the most 
important functions of the bureau. 
More claims for compensation have 
been made thus far this year than 
were made during the entire year 
1918. Compensation awards for 
disability made up to November 11, 
1918, the date of the armistice, calied 
for monthly payments of $124,247.73.

In the epring of.1917 Northcliffe 
war requested by the British govern- 
ment to go to the United States as 
head of a special mission to supervise 
the reorganization of a vast system 
of purchasing and forwarding war 
subplies.

Barly in 1918 he 
resigned this work, very much dis- 
satisfied, it ie said, because he had 
not been given a higher post. 
In the meantime—possibly with 
the hope of keeping him quiet-——the 
versatile journalist had been award- 
ed the tithe of viscount, ostensibly as 
a reward for his services.

Nuremberg last Thursday, 
auto trip filled with more 
trouble and delays than I ever ex- 
perienced before, 


road were covered with ice, and hav- 
ing mo chains and only a little rope. 
we had to work hard. Tt is still 
snowing here a little every day. We 
are now organized, have received 
twenty-five carloads of supplies and 
are ready to start distribution. Some 
of our camps are near Munich, and 
yesterday's developments there may 
change the situation. Munich is now 
a soviet government. This city is 
under Martial law and the situation 
fg considered critical by both the 
authorities here and the inter-Allied 
officers. The fear is that Nurnberg, 
which is of Bavaria. will follow Mu- 
nich—and, if Bavaria, then probably 
all of Germany. Then what will 
happen in Switzerland and France, 
ia the question. I have been ap- 
proached with the proposition that 
if we could turn over three of our 
five carloads of bacon to the govern- 
ment for distribution to the people 
the situation might be saved. I have 
taken the matter up with Berlin, and 
will soon know the inter-Allied Com- 
mission's decision. At present we 
are only allowed to distribute sup- 
plies to the Russians. I am satisfied 
thet the desire is only for fats and 
certain other foods that ft is impos- 
sible for the poorer classes to ob- 
tain. It may interest you to know 
how effective ali Allied supplies may 
be if sent to Germany at the earliest 
possible date. We have a warehouse 
of 250 cars capacity, situated on the 
railroad and canal. The eighteen 
camps we are supposed to supply are 
acattered over Bavaria and Wurttem- 
berg. Ruepian prisoners are anxious 
to get home, and cannot understand 
why they are not allowed go. It 
Was Planned to send them down the 
Danube, from a near-by point, but 
the plan may have to be changed 
because of the political situation here 
and in Hungary. 

We have three office roome here 
in the Hotel Furstenhof. at a total 
cost of $2.20 a day. I have placed 
Dr. Caz in charge of shipping. and 
he also acts as interpreter. He's a 
fine man, wae born in Poland, speaks 
twelve languages and was a profes- 
sor of philosophy in the Munich 
niversityv Tieut. Howard, from 
Chicago. i# office manager in charge 
of accounts. Ljert Vandervoorte 
from Ohio, who drove an ambulance 
ir France during the war, is tn 
charge of the warehouse. IT have 
two chauffeurs, one of whom drives 
my thirty-horse-power Benz. He is 
a fine linguist, is German by birth 
but is an American citizen, has 
worked in America, Europe and the 
Sudan for the Westinghouse Com- 
Pany and was in the United States 
Army during the war. The driver 
for the ambulance is furnished us 
free of charge by the loca] German 
authorities Of course We are 
treated with the greatest of courtesy 
by Germoen officials. We have passes 
on all rallroads. telegraph and tele- 
phone lines. We are to use six Rus- 
sian prisoners in the warehouse, but 
will hire Germans tw ao the loading 
and unloading The military au-

| Kinship of Motion, 


There is a relation of succession 
between music and the pictures. 
Film-making as an art is the latest 
to come to the fore since music. 
There is*also a relationship in the 
nature of form. Both are fluent-— 
that is, there ie fn one the motion 
affecting sight and in the other the 
motion of sound. With no other art 
has music so close a kinship, 
less it be dancing 
anything elae shows the great op- 
portunities for a united expression 
in the photoplay with music. It is 
too early a time for this to be real- 
ized, but the germ of the idea and 
the contact is there, and it needs 
but the slow process of generation 
to prove the beauty of the union, 
The Need for Breadth.

It needs contact with 
the world, and association with the 
ideas of the world, and a cultiva- 
tion of the judgment of their value, 
to make the great m n. 

The Emerald Taint. 

I know of no more pernicious foe 
to musical success than the jealousy 
of the artist. Yet it is so very often 
a part of the artist's life. Its seri- 
ousness is not merely a matter of 
the distasteful impression he creates 


on the one who bas to listen; it is 
more dangerous in the effect on 
oneself. Jealousy never e nds vis- 


} ion, it narrows it to the point where 


if persisted in one will look through 
the large end of a big telescope at 
the world, Instead of being able to 
sweep the skies and see that only 
which it is given to the followers 
of stare to behold.

SISTINE CHOIR TO 
VISIT AMERICA. 


The announcement that the fa- 
mous Sistine Choir from Rome wili 
make an extensive tour of the 
United States this spring has sent 
a thrill of expectancy through musi- 
cal and church circles in this coun- 
try. The choir will arrive ta Ameri- 


ca this month and will make all its 


appearances under the auspices of 
the dignitaries of the Roman 
Catholic church. 


The Sistine Choir is one of the 


oldest and best-known organizations 
of ite kind. It was founded in the 
fourth century by St. Sylvester, who 
was Pope from the year 314 to 225, 
and the great composer Palestrini, 
known as the father of Italian 
music, was at one time its director. 
Thirty-two chora] chaplains, whose 
special privilege it is to be present 
at the ecclesiastical functions at 
which the Pope appears ™ person, 
make up its membership. 

For the last three or four cen- 
turles the Sistine Choir has been 
striving to make music as intimate 
a part of the church's service as 
possible, and in doing this certain 
traditions have sprung up. There are 
pianissimo effects, for instance 
used by the official singers of the 
Pops not to be found in any other 
choi in the world.

Wagner did not like Brahms music. 
Brahms reveled in Wagner. The 
reason is subtie but clear. Brahms 
painted his tomes in grays, Wagner 
ls all vivid color. The man who 
paints in neutralized colors enjoys 
the vivid colorist, but the reverse 
ig not true. The man who uses 
color as Wagner did detests the crays 
of a Brahms. That i« invariable. 
The static principles of art, the 
esthetic principles are alike, but 
what vast differences in their uses! 
These men may agree, and must. 
as to fundamentals, but in develop- 
ment they are opposite, and their 
ertticiem of each other is «a sincere 
eutcome of these differences.

BALANCE AND PROPORTION. 

“The thing I.like to find in 
students, and the point which they 
must eventually make, is this same 
proportion between the emotional 
and the intellectual.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Com- 
mandants of all naval districts and 
establishments were directed today 
by the Navy Department to assign a 
large percentage of the enlisted per- 
sonnel, both regular and reserves, 
for sea duty to provide a reservoir 
of men to take the places of those 
manning army transports, who are 
urging that they be discharged. 

The orders specifically provide 
that all] men at the shore stations 
in excess of the number fixed for 
each station in the plan of demobil- 
ization must be made availabie for 
sea duty. It was explained at the 
department that this was necessary 
that general orders previously lesued 
directing that the enlisted person- 
nel of the navy be reduced to 250,- 
July 1 might  ~obe 
executed. 

The department has directed that 
not more than 1 per cent. of the 
men in the shore establishments be 
discharged during the remainder of 
thie month and in June, that allow- 
ance being made for emergency 
cases. Ship commanders, however, 
are permitted to discharged 6 per 
cent. during this period as it is esti- 
mated that this will bring the en- 
listed strength down to the 250,000 
figure by July 1. 

In the meantime the Navy De- 
partment is pressing vigorously its 
campaign for regular recruitment 
ef the service, hoping to obtain «a 
large enough permanent personne! 
to relieve ali men who entered the 
service for the war emergency 
period.

BRITISH SHIPS ARE 
NOT FOR AMERICANS. 


BROKERS ON PURCHASING MIS- 
SIONS FIND TRANSFER OF 
VESSELS REFUSED. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

WASHINGTON, May 10. — Since 
the signing of the armistice there 
have been numbers of steamship 
brokers arriving in England for the 
purpose of chartering British ton- 
nage or with the idea of buying 
British vessels for new steamship 
companies which will be formed in 
the United States, says an official 
dispatch from London todayw The 
advices state, it is understood, .that 
five New York brokers who have 
been in the office of a London ship 
broker trying to buy or charter ton- 
nage have failed because of restric- 
tions placed upon such transactions 
by the British shipping controller. 

One Philadelphia ship broker has 
been in London for- two months 
seeking to buy or charter vessels. 
Hie was well financed and had or- 
ders to buy as many as twenty 
steamships. Although he has been 
active, is well acquainted in London 
and knows the steamship business 
thoroughly, the dispatch mays, he has 
been unable to obtain.a single boat. 
The report continues: 
“Tt seems useless for American 
steamship men to waste time and 
spend large sums of money in com- 
ing to England to do business when 
there is absolutely no hope of ac- 
complishing anything. 
“Despite the fact that the British 
shipping controller has announced 
that he will approve the sale of 
steamships over fifteen years old, it 
le impossible for Americans to ob- 
tain them. Several instances have 
been cited where the negotiations 
had been completed and where the 
shipping controller withheld the 
necessary license needed to transfer 
the vessel from the British owner 
to an American owner.”

Owing to the urgent demand for 
pilots during the war, it was then 
almost impossible to give much at- 

tention to the improvement of the 
method of training aviators. But 
now that peace has come, the Aero- 
nautic Division of the War Depart- 
ment is concentrating on the de- 
velopment of better methods in this 
all-important military branch, The 
adoption of the Ruggles machine is 
the first step in that direction. 
“The training of the aviator is in 
ite infancy,’ declared Maj. F. J. 
Martel, one of the é@nthusiastic sup- 
{porters of the new method, and a 
former filer in the British Royal Air 
Force. “We have not been train- 
ing enough pilots to evolve a scienti- 
fically correct way of putting a man 
in the air and knowing that he will 
conduct himeeclf as he should under 
all emergencies. What pllots we 
have trained—more than 8000—were 
trained during an urgent demand, 
and our perspective of training was 
kept out of focus. There has been 
practically no concentration on the 
problem, and what practical! systems 
were evoked were the work of in- 
structors on the field, whose one 
concern was the turning out of pilots 
in numbers. 

“Now that the demand for the 
pilots has been reduced to the mini- 
mum, it is time to survey the sub- 
ject of training with the idea of 
launching a system by .which an 
aviator may be trained, not only 
eafely from a practical standpoint, 
but scientifically as well. The time 
has passed when we can allow a 
cadet to take a few hours ground 
instructions, a few hours dual in- 
structions, and then turn him loose 
in the air. 

UNDER OLD SYSTEM. 


“The pupil, under the old system, 
at no time during his ground schoo! 
instruction actually used airplane 
controls, nor did he experience the 
effect fiyving had on his natural, up- 
. right position. Experience is not 
transferable. A pupil could be told 
a thousand times how to handle the 
controls in a plane, and yet be com- 
pletely confused the minute he was 
seated in one and actually control- 
ling. The pupil is taken from a 
ground echool and suddenly placed 
in an airplane and asked to fly.’

Fresh and Salt Water Both 
Calling Strong Now. , 
Confusion of Attractions a 
Puzzle to Licensees. 


Working for Clam Imports. 
Bear Valley Trout. 


With the weather settling down 
to something like summer cvuondi- 
tions, the “Fishin’ Fever” broke out 
atresh among southern licensed 
anglers, and assumed epidemic pro- 
portions over the, present week-end. 
Paremeters of enthuviasm 
sn as the Fish an! Game Con- 
mission's license stale, and activities 
around sporting goods tackle 
counters all tell the same tale of 
re-kindiled interest after the “slump” 
that always follows “Opening Day.” 
This season, the unbroken sue- 
cession of dujl, dark days, dis- 
couraged fishing the first week after 
the general excellent success of the 
“First.” Not until yesterday were 
they beginning to line-up again at 
the license counters for a chance 
to invest a dollar in the State's 
ticket to most healthful of recrea- 
tions. Even despite the slowing 
down of interest, the Fish and Game 
Commission placed over 2000 licenses 
with its resale agents during the 
first ten days of May. 

Seldom have so many attractions 
conspired to confuse devotees of the 
rod and ree! as fell in together dur- 
ing the present month. With trout 
and bass both becoming lawful the 
first of May, and the city reservoirs 
opened to the angling public as well 
as the splendid artificial] lakes of 
San Diego's municipal water supply, 
sportsmen would have been comfort- 
able busy in fresh water alone. Evi- 
dently the sea fish gid not wish to 
be called “slackers” in their duty of 
feeding and amusing the people, for 
remarkable “runs” set in about the 
same time, both inshore and deep 
water game fish appearing in such 
plenty that today fish In the markets 
are by far the cheapest food before 
the public. 


Surf fishermdn and launch trollers 
. It may truly 


knows about fishing. the more per- 
plexed he is over which branch of 
the sport to favor with his spare 
time. It is not enough to choose be- 
tween fresh and salt water, as there 
ie a confusing conflict of attractions 
in each. Even if he narrows down 
to trout, a hundred streams and 
several lakes beckon alluringly; and 
lkewise with bass. In the sea, it 
seems to make no difference where 
a man elects to cast his line; some- 
thing will be there to sample his 
bait. 


The run of barracuda-pickerel-like 
rs of the sea—is apparently 

disposing of the fears that the 
species was being seriously reduced 
by over-fishing, as the markets have 
been literally glutted with these ex- 
cellent food and game fish. Amateur 
sportemen can with ease catch a 
boxful of them in a morning's trol- 
ling around Catalina or this side of 
the channel either, Mackerel, white 
sea bass, offer variety, and in plenty. 
Mackerel are now schooling offshore, 
but are likely to move in with warm 
weather and may repeat the wonder- 
ful4summer “run” of a year ago. 

The surf species are taking hold 
better than for many moons. Good 
catches of fine big yellowfins are 
being made regularly along the Del 
Rey-Redondo Coast line. Farther 
to the south for those who shun 
“sewer-fish” like the plague, are 
plenty of corbina. Just at present, 
clams for bait are in fair supply. 
Many will play this game over the 
present week-end, and with every 
rospect for good success. 
r If the efforts of the Fish and 
Game Commission to arrange for 
the unlimited importation of clams 
from Mexico are enacted into law 
as now seems very likely, surf-an- 
giers no doubt will feel very much 
more cheerful about contributing 
their license dollars to the upkeep 
ef their own particular branch of 
angling. The State conservation au- 
thorities for years have kept in force, 
laws giving these sportsmen better 
protection than it has been pos- 
sible to provide for most others, 
despite the fact that their field was 
the sea, where many think severe 
restrictive laws unnecessary. [If it 
ia possible to addunlimited supply 
of best bait at a reduction in present 
high costs, surf-fishinu may look for 
a big increase in poplarity, and its 
devotees should be glad of the 
chance to contribute each a dollar 
per toward keeping up such effec- 
tive work.

FOR WHOLE A.E.F. 


All the rifle and  pistol-carrying 
forces of the American Expedition- 
ary Forces will be represented in a 
rife and pistol! competition and 
musketry match te be conducted on 
a spectacular scale early in May at 
the d’Auvour Rifle Range, near Le 
Mana. 

One soldier from each infantry 
and engineer company end each 
cavalry troop throughout the whole 
army in France will take part in the 
rifie competitions, in addition to of- 
fleers representing regiments and 
various headquartcrs. Four soldiers 
from each infafiiry and artillery 
regiment, two from each engineer 
regiment and one from each cavalry 
troop will take part ir pistol chaim- 
pionship events. Two officers from 


each regiment wil also enter 
comeptitions. 
The musketry matches. which 


probably will be the most spectacu- 
lar of all the shooting events, will 
bring into competition platoons rep- 
resenting every division. Each di- 
vision will send its prize platoon of 
fifty-eight men and an officer lead- 
er. The platoons will not be spe- 
cially formed of selected men from 
their divisions, but each will have 
its regular personnel. Transfers to 
“load up” any pletoon with experts 
are prohibited under Bulletin 7, G. 
H.Q., which announces the arraage- 
ments for the A.E.F. tournament. 

In the musketry competitions the 
platoons wil] operute under field 
conditions. No details of firing will 
be made known in advarce to the 
Platoon leaders, and each platoon 
will advance as in an attack during 
real battle, to be confronted with 
the conditiong under which it must 
demonstrate its ability. Judging 
will be on the formations adopted, 
the estimate of the tactica) situation, 
the application of firing and general 
conduct, 

Officers and soldiers will be 
awarded medals according to 
standings in the verious individual 
events. The winning platoon in the 
musketry match will be awarded a 
trophy, and the men in the platoon 
will be given bronze medals. 

Elimination matches are to be held 
in allorganizations eligible to send 
repr@entativesto ‘the ¢éompetition.

At the time she was jehesiinine and play- 

ing With us she was suffering from a very 

painful disease that ultimately caused her 

aeath, and we were cautioned to be very 

considerate and careful if the business of 

the play necessitated any personal contact 
with ber. 

Miss Cushman belonged to what is known 
us the “Macready School.” She spoke her 
lines with great precision and with remark- 
able clearness of enunciation, especiallyem- 
phasizing her O’s and R's. Her business was 
definitely studied, and all of ber movements 
and gestures significantly exact. 

The engagement, as | remember, was for 
three weeks, and Miss Cushman appeared 
im three of her greatest parts: Queen Kath- 
eTrine in “Henry VIII,” Meg Merrilies in a dra- 
matic version of Sir Walter Scott's novel 
“Guy Mannering,” and as Lady Macbeth. 

George Vandenhoff, a tragedian ‘of note. 
was specially engaged for the parts of Car 
dinal Wolsey in “Henry VIII,” and “Mac 
beth.” Mr. Vandenhoff’s Wolsey was an im- 
pressive performance, but in “Macbeth” a 
rheumatic or gouty condition of his nether 
extremities compelled bim to wear soft felt 
shoes and to walk with difficulty, which 
somewhat destroyed the illusion of that 
hardy Scottish chieftain, the Thane of 
Cawdor. 

I had the privilege of playing the parts of 
Cromwell in “King Henry VIII,” Macduff in

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CARSON AND THE SOLARIPLEXS. 


HE solariplex—or 
the solar plexus 
as itt more 
commonly called 
—is the large nerve cen- 
ter located in front of 
the spine, and in the ex- 
treme northeasterly 
tion of the human ab- 
domen. 


There are in this 


country several hundred 
thousand more or less 
able-bodied citizens who 
believe thatthe solar 
plexus was discovere’l 
at Carson City, Nev., on 
March 17, in the year of "grace 1897, by a 
bald-headed, freckled gentleman who, with 
one nudge of a powerful left arm. pushed a 
new anatomical term into general circula- 
tion. 

I do not dispute that the solar plexus was 
discovered at Curson City, but I place the 
date as 1885, twelve years before the event- 
ful day when Robert Fitesimmons laid his 
gloved hand upon it, thereby causing the 
whole civilized world to rise and count ten 
with a pompadoured party whose mouth 
was open at tne time.

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AT trimmings may be the most ex- 

pensive things in the world or the 
cheapest according to whether 
they are manufactured at some 
“exclusive” place or furbished up at home. 
And some of those made at home are truly 
the most exclusive of them all. 

It is not to be supposed that you will 
heave at hand the same materials whose 
ekiliful adaptation is shown in the fMlustra- 
tion but you will have some which may be 
easily as well used. This is a good year 
for the amateur and imaginative milliner, 
practically anything may be adapted. 

Lace motifs may be dyed and appliqued 
with long stitches of heavy yarn, old plumes 
@mh be charmingly used even when comrara- 
tively shabby and considerably faded for 
the covering of them with matching or con- 


tucked away. 


trasting maline will remedy many 
Or plumes may be separated and cut down 
to edge ribbons or flowers and little de 
tached bunches may be placed here and 
there as background to other trimmings. 

It ie possible to do much with a curling 
fwou.in giving ostrich feathers the fashion- 
able twist, but the iron must be rather mod- 
trately heated for feathers burn easily. Do 
not curl them in the ordinary sense, but 
take the fibers between the prongs of the 
heated iron, and turn them sharply under, 
leaving an even edge.

Thoroughiy 
blend one heaping tablespoon of flour and 
butter the size of a small egg and mix with 
the codfish, stirring until perfectly smooth. 
Set off the fire until partially cool. Beat 
three or four eggs and pour into the codfish 
while stirring it briskly. Place again on 
the fire and stir until cooked, being careful 
to remove before the eggs separate. 


ICING THAT NEVER FAILS. 


An excellent icing for cakes can be made 
of pulverized sugar, moistened with a little 
milk. A tablespoon of milk will sufficiently 
thin a cup of sugar. This icing is less ex- 
pensive, spreads more easily and is much 
les trouble to make than that made with 
egg. 


A BREAD HINT. 

If the cake or bread burns at the bottom, 
with a sharp knife scrape off the charred 
part while ft is crisp and you will have a 
neat loaf without a burned flavor. Do not 
wait until it is cool or it will steam and 
éannot-be treated successfully. 


CANDIED ORANGE PEEL. 

Cook orange peel in water for half-hour, 
drain, cut in narrow strips and cook in a 
rich girup till clear; drain and roll in 
coarse granulated sugar. It will keep in a 
tight jar indefinitely.

CORN MEAL CAKES. 

One-half cup butter or Other shortening, 
one-half cup powdered sugar, three yolks of 
eggs, three-fourths cup flour, three-fourths 
cup white corn meal, salt, vanilla.

ECONOMY FRUIT CAKE. 

Once you have made your fruit cake by 
this economical recipe you will never fol- 
low any other. 

Mix together one cup warm apple sauce, 
one cup sugar and one-half cup shortening: 
add one-third cup hot water in which two 
teaspoons of soda have been dissolved; beat 
and add (sifted together) two cups four, 
one teaspoon cinnamon, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon cloves and a little 
grated nutmeg. Use part of the flour to 
flour the following fruits: One cup raisins, 
one-half cup chopped nuts (cocoanut may be 
used) and one-half cup mixed candied fruit, 
such as lemon and orange peel and citron. 
These fruits must be chopped. Add the 
fruit, nuts and flour to the cake, and beat 
hard for a few minutes. Put in greased loaf 
pans and bake in a rather slow oven forty- 
five minutes. It is very nice and will keep 
moist indefinitely if iced with the following 
icing. 


EGGLESS STUFFING. 

A very good stuffing can be made without 
the addition of an egg. Fry the onions to a 
golden brown. Add a chopped bell pepper 
and a“couple of pieces of chopped celery 
and a tablespoon of parsley, finely chopped. 
Stir and fry -until- brown, then add the 
bread which has been soaked in water and 
squeezed out dry, and a sliced tomato.

, R. ROCKEFELLER rises at a smart 
morning hour, and enjoys a breakfast

Or lamb chops, ff, on the 
other hand, chops may “sound” better than 
something else. 

His secretary does not jump about in the 
Ay “flunkey” fashion which one might imagine, 
’ but talks to his employer as frankly and 
coolly as though he were a partner of the 
. distinguished old gentleman. There is no 
uniformed footman when Mr. Rockefeller 
enters or leaves his automobile; and he 
steps into his machine as glibly as & man 
of 60, and leaves it likewise. 

He is methodical, however, and goes to 
the golf links of the Ormond Club at 10 
o'clock each morning, rain or shine, except 
on a Sunday, when he goes to church. 

On the golf links he plays an excellent 
game for a man of his age, sometimes with 
Albert D, Fell, a retired Philadelphia bank- 
er, did at others with Miss Ellen Kauffman, 
also of Philadelphia, and a very charming 
young lady in her early twenties. Miss 
Kaufman plays no mean golf herself, and 
Mr. Fell, who is five years Mr. Rockefeller’s 
junior, permits no grass to grow under his 
eaddy'’s feet.

Albert D. Fell, who does not look greatly 
unlike Mr. Rockefeller, bulged with tribute 
while talking to me about the things which 
bad gone to make the oil magnate the mar- 
velous type of a man he made himself. 

“John D. is a remarkable man,” the re- 
tired Philadelphia bauker began, “and his 
noble purpose t anything he undertakes, 
bis clean way of living and thinking, no 
doubt, are natural traits which bave made 
it possivie for him to acquire the vast for- 
tune he has and enjoy the * remarkable 
healta he does at his age. 

“Hie does not apparently think of years as 
measuring his life. That is very noticeable 
ef his home here, where he is taking his 
time about having a good many addition, 
and embellishments completed. No doubt 
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he will have a pretty home here in a few 
years, and he is taking as much time in hav- 
ing improvements made as a man under 50 
years of age.

Here, coupled 
with a significant brotherly attitude toward 
his fellow man, his age is best detected. He 
does not wear glasses al) the time. 

John D. Rockefeller has always urged 
those “appealing to him for advice to save, 
end keep on saving. Here are some of his 
words of advice to would-be successful bust- 
ness men: “Don't talk too much. It is by 
forgetting diplomacy and cutting straight 
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out to the mark that we succeed. The goot 
men of today able to enjoy the 
of the rich of yesterday. The man Whe Hae 
integrity, ability and good judgment should 
have no struggle to get ahead.” 

He didn’t forget his golfing when drawing 
a further illustration of the high importance 
of doing things right, if success is to be at- 
tained in anything. 


Keeping Your Mind on Your 
Business Success. 


HE caddy who attends strictly to bust-. 


ness on the golf links and devotes all 
his energy to following the ball is more apt 
to make a success of life than the book 
keeper who allows his mind to wander from 
his energy to following the ball is more apt 
out in the shop. 

“I have always lived a frugal life, first 
from necessity and now from choice. My 
table is practically the same as it always 
has been.” 

When Rockefeller forsook Augusta some 
years ago to make Florida his winter home 
there had been great speculation as to 
whether he would purchase a home in that 
State, and he had been the target of many 
real estate promoters. For the first few 
seasons he spent the winters at a hotel, but 
in 1917 he purchased the modest estate at 
Ormond, a place which had greatly appealed 
to him. ~ 

Another great element of psychology 
which has shown its virtuous hand 
throughout the career of John D. Rocke- 
feller is gleaned through the placid attitude 
be retains under all conditions. Whether 
the trait was innate or perfected by study 
aud practice of it, he could not tell him- 
But a glance at his life is interesting. 

In 1839, on the 8th day of July, John 
Davison Rockefeller was born at Richford, 
N. Y., where he spent his early days on 4 
small farm. His mother had taught a coun- 
try school in her girlhood. She taught John 
D. his letters, and made of him a juvenile 
wonder in the way of a Bible student. 


Bible is the Foundation 

of His Life. 
T THE age of 8 he had read the Bible 
through from cover to cover, and he 


has never lost the deep religious interest 
inoculated at that time. Even one of the 


’ gasless Sundays did not keep the ofl king 


from church. He made the long dusty trip 
on foot to the little church of his neighbor- 
hood and chatted pleasantly with his hum- 
bler neighbors along the way. ; 

The soil of Rockefeller’s birthplace yielded 
little but boulders and mortgages. The 
youngster did odd jobs for the neighbors 
and earned smal! sums, but the environment 
was not suited to his destiny. He was a 
happy boy when his father decided to move 
out to Cleveland, where his great career 
was to begin. 

The age of twelve found him a public 
school boy in the Ohio city, and at 16 
he had gained sufficient education from that 
insitution to permit him to take to the 
streets In search of a job. He found it in a 
commission house. 

In the space of two years he had saved 
enough to go into business for himself. 
Thrift was thus the origin of his wealth 
and he has never failed to point to that 
policy when a young man might ask him 
about the road to success. 

And John D. Rockefeller himself never 
stopped saving. At the age of 19 his rival 
commission house was making such a suc 
cess that long-established business men 
tried to inveigle him into some sort of co 
operation with them. The young man re 
fused, and the channels of wealth seemed 
to open up to him. Through each succeed 
ing day of the life he has made history and 
money almost incalculable. 

In the early sixties the oil craze sup 
planted the earlier gold craze in this coun 
try. Fortunes were oozing out of the ground 
daily. John D. joined forces with an olf 
refingr,,and within ten years his refinery 
packed by eastern capital, had been capital 
ized for $1,000,000. By the year 1890 John 


D. Rockefeller stood supreme in the oll 


business, possessing a fortune greatef than 
any other man in the world. His success 
from that time until he retired in 1911 ts 
known to all intelligent readers, and the 


size of his fortune and the security of hie 


great power in tite financial world easily 
prove the wisdom of his notion of living and 
his square method of business dealings. 


His fortune is double that of Carnegie, 


Frick, Ford and Vincent Astor combined! 
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fore the Hill Top Club, Los Angeles, 
on ~ws 10, by George Starr White, 
M. na . 8. Be.: 

“Our fore ‘ioe fought, bled and died for 
religious av Finally, when the so- 
called civilized world had been soaked in 
blood, religious freedom was won. 

“How little our forefathers thought that 
there would be another and greater battle 
to be fought. Medical freedom is more vital 
than religious freedom, Religious freedom 
fi a matter of principle, the principle of 
being a free-thinking man. Freedom in heal- 
ing touches our very life. It means the pro- 
tection of our health and that of our chil- 
dren. 

“What our forefathers had to do to over- 
throw religious tyranny may be our lot to 
&Verthrow a tyranny whose proportions are 
infinitely greater. 

“The world has just emerged from the 
most bloody of all wars for national or po- 
tical freedom. When all the facts are 
sifted down, the reason for this territde war 
will be found to be selfishness. 

“At present the medical method of gain- 
ing control of others, and keeping them in 
subjection, is the personification of selfish- 
ness. It has reached a state of perfection 
that no slave owners tould ever beast of. 

“America, although called the ‘land of the 
free; has little by little been imbued with 
this spirit of selfishness. So subtly has the 
propaganda been foisted upon us that our 
tustitutions of learning have been honey- 
combed with it. Even now, while we are 
flushed with the enthusiasm of victory, the 
grip of medical domination és at our throats. 

“These despoilers of homes and life act 
gnder the sacred name of physician, They 
‘jave grown like devil grass in the lawn, and 
have crowded out those who would be true 
physicians, We find their tyrannical acts 
fn our national departments, in our army, 
and in our state departments, wherever so- 
called “health boards” hold sway.: The po- 
litical doctor originated in Germany. He 
saw that if he could contro! all health de- 
partments, he could, upon every pretense, 
stage a sham battle for the ‘control of dis- 
ease.’ 

“Little by little politica] doctors procured 
to be written into our statutes laws that 
Yake away our freedom and make us siaves. 
Religious tyranny never dared to go so far 
as medical tyranny is striving to go at the 
present time. Political doctors have taken 
advantage of the stress under which the 
nation has been for the past three years, 
and are trying, as never before, to gain con- 
trol of all human bodies. Even now they 
are trying to pass laws that will make the 
licensing of nurses obligatory, or they can 
be imprisoned. 

“Medical thirst for blood starts in the 
vivisection room, where young men are 
taught to ignore the pain of animals they 
torture. Political doctors see an oppor- 
tunity, through legislation, to get control of 
the poor, the helpless, the mentally deficient, 
and children. 


“So subtly are these perverts stretching 
their tentacles into our institutions of learn- 
ing that many of our instructors are taken 
unawares and mistake the poisoned suckers 
for helping hands. 

“Must our children be mutilated and tor- 
tured by these political doctors before the 
country awakens? Must we all be masked, 
scarified, serumized, gagged, throttled, mu- 
tilated before we get at the root of the mat- 
ter, and abolish them? How long will it be 
«pfore the people realize that it is only a 

rare exception when a doctor of any capacity 
accepts these medical offices? 

“The public is beginning to @emand a 
different set of doctors from those who fill 
our national, State and local boards. Peo- 
ple are learning to distrust these political 
doctors. The demand for better doctors has 

wh to such an extent that many other 
ools of practice have come into vogue. 

“The political doctors see the trend of 
the times, and are trying to establish laws 
to force people to patronize them. 

“The American Medical Association, 
through its subsidiaries, is trying to put 
through Congress a bill to make it obligatory 
for all children in schools to be examined 
-by doctors or nurses. In spite of the per- 
sonal inviolability provision of the Consti- 
tution, these designing men are trying to 
pass this law. Tle Constitution of the 
Tnited States entitles school children, as 
well as adults, to freedom from compulsory 
bysical examination. 
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Medical Freedom. 
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are trying to cover up the issue, under the 
of patriotism. 


“Under the head of ‘Medical School In- 
spection’ is mentioned personal hygiene, 
even to washing hands and faces and biack- 
ing shoes. The casual observer would say 
this is beneficent work. But noiice how 
adroitly the famfly Inspection is interwoven. 
The reference to duty on the of the 
physician means that if the political doctor 
is shrewd enoygh to impress upon the par 
ents how much they have at heart the wel- 
fare of the child, the parents will accept 
anything that may be suggested. 

“On the face of it, this all looks as if it 
were being done for the good of the peo- 
ple, and in such & way as to use no compul- 
sory measures. It is only an entering wedge 
for using the police and, if necessary, the 
State militia, to enable the political doctors 
to force themselves, not only into the 
schools among the children, but into the 
home. 


“There are honorable exceptions, but the 
exceptions will not find their way into po- 
litical health boards. As a rule, it will be 
only the most demoralized doctor who will 
find employment as a school inspector, for 
any length of time. If he is better than 
the others, he will not hold the position 
long. Boards of health have a way of weed- 
ing out decent physicians, that the public 
knows little of. 

“In their medical reports, the nurse is 
woven in with the doctor. There is no more 
noble profession than that of a nurse, if 
she is left to her own humane instincts, but 
the nurses are supposed to be trained by 
these machine doctors. If a nurse criticises 
any of the doings of the physician in charge 
she is immediately discharged. Discharged 
nurses have often told me that it was im- 
possible for them to get employment again, 
in any public nursing capacity. 

“When the term ‘nurse’ is used, in medical 
publications, it means a slave to the doctor 
referred to, because if the nurse will not be 
a slave to the political doctor, she will not 
fmd employment. 

“To give some idea of the efficiency of the 
men who it is proposed shall examine our 
children, and teach them sanitation and hy- 
-giene, I mention the fact that in New York 
City I had a detective watch the examina 
tion of many children’s throats. It was re- 
ported to me that a score of children would 
have their tongues pressed down by a lead 
pencil, Or some other instrument, taken from 
mouth to mouth, and the only thing used to 
‘sterilize’ it was a rag or handkerchief that 
the doctor carried in his pocket and inci- 
dentally wiped his nose on, 

“I personally have met some of these 
echool inspecting doctors who were physical- 
ly impure, and some were unclean person- 
ally. 

“I myself saw one of these inspectors take 
a tongue depressor, that he had previously 
used on a child with a syphilitic sore throat, 
and place it into a healthy girl's mouth, 
without even washing it off in water. He 
simply wiped it off with a rag. When I 
made an exclamation, he asked me ‘who 
was boss there,’ and continued with his 
work in the same manner. 

“I have often asked the health authorities 
why they employed such doctors, and their 
reply has been that they cannot get any 
other class to do the work. 

“All inspectors are not like this, but the 
fact remains that no energetic, prosperous 
physician will take such a position. If he is 
better than the average, he will lose his po- 
sition. The ganggter has no use for anyone 
not in his clique. 

“There is absolutely no need for any 
school to have a medical inspector. In fact, 
it is a curse. It demoralizes children, by 
teaching them to think of disease, rather 
than health. It allows denioralized indi- 
viduals to make free with the bodies of the 
young. In short, it would be safer to have 
a gang of robbers mingling with our school 
children than to have a gang of political 
doctors among them. 

“Every teacher should be taught hygiene. 
They are supposed to understand hygiene 
before they can get a position as teacher in 
our public schools. Why, then, all this talk 
about employing political doctors and their 
slave nurses to inspect the children, to see 
whether their hands and faces are washed, 
or whether their shoes are blackened, or 
their clothes dusty, or whether they have 
lice? Is6 not the teacher the logical person 


to oversee this? If not, she is not a fit per { 


son to be a teacher. 
“Is not the teacher, who is with the 


Nevertheless, they pupils for hours at a time, the logical person 
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to notice any fever symptoms, or peculiar 
habite in her pupiis’ Of course she is, and 
these political doctors know that she is, and 
they are afraid that if they let up for one 
moment, the public will realize the fact that 
the teacher, not a doctor, is the proper per- 
son to look after the hygienic welfare of the 
pupil. 

“If I had not heard these politicians plan- 
ning their methods I might not be quite so 
severe, but I have heard them talking it 
over among themselves, and saying that un- 
less they kept the children under their care 
and supervision in the schools they would 
grow up not to think of a doctor every time 
they had a cold, a headache, or a stomach- 
ache, 


“These doctors know that the timé to get 
people under their control is when they are 


children, when they can be molded like so 
much putty. 


“We do not have to look back many pages 
in history to see how the clergy, in the days 
of religious tyranny, kept the children 4im- 
der their supervision, and by bringing them 
up in superstitious reverence, they were 
of course apt subjects for domination. 

“Look all over the country and see how, 
little by little, colleges that have been for 
years existing independent of this great 
medical trust are being exterminated. Under 
one pretense or another, their charters are 
being taken away from them. At the present 
time, any medical school that will not fol- 
low out the prescribed rulings of a medical 
board connected with the American Medical 
Association is marked for ostracism, and un- 
less it changes its tactics and falis in with 
this great medical monopoly, it is compelled 
to close its doors.

“In summing up this school medical in- 
spection intrigue, I say that the plan mapped 
out it so to distort the Constitution of the 
United States that every child must be ex- 
amined by a political doctor or he cannot go 
to school. Little by little, private schools 
are not to be allowed to exist, unless they 
follow out the same plan.

when on active service in a long and 
strenuous campaign, I could never under 
stand, but he did. 

I was fortunate enough to make a favor 
able impression and received very flattering 
notice from the press, but the play was not 
a great success and was withdrawn after a 
short run. 

Shortly after the production of “Belle 
Lamar” at Booth’s Theater, Mr. John lL. 
Toole, the English comedian, made his 
American debut at Wallack’s Theater in a 
play’ by Henry J. Byron called “Wig and 
Gown.” 

The choice of this play for Mr. Toole’s 
first appearance was unfortunate. The plot 
was based upon the love and loyalty of a 
poor briefless barrister for his wig and 
gown, the symbols of his profession, which 
he fs obliged to sacrifice on account of pov 
erty. As neither wig nor gown were usea 
in American courts of law at that time, the 
audience could not sympathize. with his 
grief at the loss of such apparently super 
filuous articles, and the play did not please.” 

There was then no international copy- 
right law. Mr. Toole’s popular plays “Dearer 
than Life” and “Uncle Dick’s Darling” had 
already been played in this country by 
American comedians, and it was Hot till be 
presented “Off the Line,” a play of universal 
human sympathy, that Mr. Toole received 
the recognition his talents deserved. 

After Mr. Toole’s engagement, a new Irish 
play by Dion Boucicault caliéd “The Shangh- 
raun” was produced at Wuallack’s in which 
Mr. H, J. Montague, a very handsome an-! 
popular young English actor, made bi« first 
appearance. He was an immediate gucces« 
and remained at Wallack’s Theater playing 
a number of parts for several years. r 

Mr. Montague died in San Francisco in 
1878, under circumstances that I shall de. 
ecribe later. 


But to return to Booth’s Theater, “Belle 
Lamar” was followed by the revival of a 
very old play, “Venice Preserved,” by 
Thomas Otway Mr. Boucieault had re- 
vised the play and introduced a very elo 
quent passage of powerful inyective from 
Byron's Marino Fallero, which John MeCul 
lough delivered in the character of Pierre. 
I played the part of Jaffer. 

“Venice Preserved" introduced a youn: 
English actress, Miss Fanny Brough. te 
America in the part of Belvidera. 

Belvidera was a very heavy tragic role 
Unfortunately Miss Brough, who was charm 
ingly effective as a domestic heroine, was 
utterly inadequate to the demands of a part 
like Belvidera, and the poor little lady ter- 
minated her engagement and returned te 
England at the end of the first week.

THE IMPORTANCE OF CAREFUL 
SOIL MOISTURE CONSERVATION. 


HE shortage of winter rainfall during 
the past season is already beginning 

. to show fm injurious effects upon crops, 
particularily those such as grain, which at 
the present time are approaching the period 
of maturity. Therefore questions of ways 
and Means for conserving winter rainfall 
are of especial interest to farmers in gen- 
eral at the present time, although it is of 
course much too late now to expect to fre- 
coup soil moisture reserves to a sufficient 
extent to insure satisfactory crops for this 
season. iIn short, many farmers are now in 
the position of finding themselves caught 
with an insufficient soil moisture reserve, 
which could largely have been prevented by 
suitable methods of farming. 

Where irrigation water is not available, 
methods calculated to conserve soil moisture 
should, of course, be practiced by the farm- 
er who expects to harvest satisfactory crops 
year after year. Winter rainfall varies so 
much from year to year as to make it dan- 
gerous for a farmer to rely on getting

Last winter's rain not only was below nor- 
mal, but tt was distribu over so long a 
period of time and came in such relatively 
small amounts at any one time as to provide 
optimum conditions for its loss by evapora- 
tion. In no Ome storm did enough fall to 
penetrate further than fifteen inches to 
two feet, and between that storm and the 
next weather conditions were such as to 
provide for the loss. of the greater part of 
that which fell previously. The result is 
that the subsoil in practically all parts of 
Southern California is dry, which condition 
is extremely undesirable for crop produc- 


latter source of loss has been the important 
one this season. 


MOIST SUBSOIL NEEDED. 

In the consideration of the déwnward 
movement of soil-water it is to be noted 
that it is only when the sofl is tolerably 
moist that the natural precipitation moves 
rapidly and freely to the deeper soil layers. 
When the soil ig dry, the downward move 
ment of the water is much slower and the 
bufk of the water is then stored near the 
surface where the logs of moisture goes on 
most rapidly. It has been observed repeat. 
edly in investigations at various expert- 
ment stations, when desert land is broken 
for dryfarm purposes and then properly 
cultivated, the precipitation penetrates far- 
ther and farther into the soil with every 
year of cultivation. For example, on a dry- 
farm, the soil of which is clay loam, and 
which was plowed in the fall of 1904 and 
farmed annually thereafter, the eixhth foot 
contained in the spring of 1905, 6.59 per 
cent. of moisture; in the spring of 1906, 
13.11 per cent. and in the spring of 1907, 
14.75 per cent. of moisture. Oa another 
farm, with a very sandy soil and also plowed 
in the fall of 1904, there was found in the 
eighth foot in the spring of 1905, 5.63 px 
cent. of mosture, in the spring of 1906, 11.41 
per cent. of moisture, and in the spring of 
1907, 15.49 per cent. of moisture. In both 
of these typical cases it is evident that as 
the topsoil was loosened, the full field water 
capacity of the soil was more nearly ap- 
proached to a greater depth. It would seem 
that, as the lower soil layers are moistened, 
the water is enabled, so to speak, to slide 
ty more into the depths of the 


This is a very importanp principle for the 
dry-tarmer to understand. It is always dan- 
serous to permit the soll of a dry-farm to 
become very dry, especially below the first 
foot.. Dry-farms should be so manipulated 
that even at the harvesting season a com- 
paratively large quantity of water remains 
in the soil to a depth of eight feet or more. 
The larger the quantity of water in the soll 
in the fall, the more readily and quickly will 
the water that falls on the land during the 
resting period of fall, winter and early 
spring sink into the soll and move away 
from the topsoil. The top or first foot will 
always contain the largest percentage of 
water because it fs the chief receptacle of 
the water that falls as rain or snow, but 
when the subsoil is properly moist, the wa 
ter will more completely leave the topsoil. 
Further, crops planted on a soil saturated 
with water to a depth of eight feet are al- 
most certain to mature and yield well. 

If the field-water capacity has not been 
filled there is always the danger that an un- 
usually dry season or a series of hot winds 
or other lfke circumstances may either seri- 

injure the crop or cause a complete 
failure. The dry-farmer should keep a sur-

It may certainly be concluded from this 
experiment that it fs possible to earry over 
the sofl motsture from season to season. 
The elaborate investigations at the Utah 
station have demonstrated that the winter 
precipitation, that is, the precipitation that 
comes during the wettest period of the year, 
may be retained in a large measure in the 
soll. Naturally, the amount of the natural 
precipitation accounted for in the upper 
eight feet will depend upon the dryness of 
the soil at the time the investigation com- 
menced. If at the beginning of the wet 
season the upper eight feet of soil are fairly 
well stored with moisture, the precipitation 
will move down to even greater depths, be- 
yond the reach of the soil auger. If, on the 
other hand, the soil is comparatively dry 
at the beginning of the season, the natura} 
precipitation wil] distrifute itself through 
the upper few feet, and thus be readily 
measured by the sofl auger.

} Hon of the possibility of conserving soll 


moisture over several seasons, togéther 
with its relation to satisfactory crop pro 
duction during a dry year, may be of in- 
terest. 

A farm bureau member who is operating 
in the San Fernando Valley and farming un- 
der dry-farm conditions, planted Defiance 
wheat across three fields, one which had 
been in beans for two years, one which had 
been cropped to beans for one year, and an- 
other which had fever been cropped to 
beans. 

A month ago no difference could be ob 
served in the grain on the different fields, 
but today a marked difference may be seen. 
On the tract never cropped to beans the 
srain is a total fatiure, on that cropped one 
year the wheat made only fair hay, while on 
the fleld cropped to beans two years the 
crop will make fair grain. 

There are. of course, several factors 
operative in this demonstration which might 
affect this marked difference. They are 
first, the nitrogen taken from the air and 
stored up in the soil by the beans, second, 
the conservation of moisture occasioned by 
the constant cultivation given the beans, 
and third, and probably of lesser impor- 
tance, the physical condition of the soil due 
to the differences in cultural treatment. 

The field showing crop failure was 
cropped to hay last year, the hay being 
taken off in late spring and the land im- 
mediateiy plowed deep and left in the rough. 
The otesr fields were planted to beans in 
Mey, tre crop being harvested in October, 
nas . ground then worked fairly deep to 
pe e for absorption of winter raina. 

agat the factor operative tn this demon- 
stration is largely soil moisture is indicated 
by another feature of this demonstration. A 
strip some forty feet wide running across 
the fields was planted to the Monstrous 
Bush Lima which was not killed by frost 
until about December 25, when the whole 
tract was seeded to wheat. This strip can 
be readily seen at a distance, the growth 
being approximately that on the field 
planted to beans for one year only and suit- 
able only for fair hay this season. Appar- 
ently the two or three months longer which 
the Monstrous Bush Limas remained on the 
ground were sufficient to materially reduce 
the sofl moisture reserve. In the field 
cropped to hay, only last winter’s rainfall 
was stored and it was not sufficient to make 
a good grain crop. : 

On the plots cropped to beans, cOnsider- 
able amounts of last year’s moisture reserve 
and that of the winter two years azo were 
stored up, with the result that fair hay will 
result in one case and fair grain in another.

BRYN MAWR.—A survey of the fruit 
trees of the Upper San Bernardino Vis'‘ley 
indicates that there will be no fruit crop 
the coming year that will be light. The 
apricot trees are so full of fruit that it will 
be necessary to thin them to a great extent 
cr the trees will be broken down under the 
weight of the cots. The peach trees have 
set the heaviest crop of fruit the growers of 
the valley have seen in a great many vears 
end it will be necessary to thin them in 
practically all the orchards. The apricots 
and peaches are so well advanced at the 
present time that there is no danger of a 
late frost doing them damage. 

The apple trees in the Yucaipa Valley 
have put out the first heavy bloon. that they 
have ever had and the Oakglen trees have 
also set a heavy bloom. Barring late frost, 
tne crop should be a big one in both sec- 
tions. The cherry trees in the Yucaipa and 
especially at Cherrycroft have a big bicom. 

The olive trees have also bloomed hesvily 
and as usual the orange. lemon and grape 
fruit trees of the- section have a heavy 
vioom. It is never safe to predict the -ize 
of the orange crop until the June crop is 
passed, however.
